ST. Louis, JIo., June 1.- It is not now so 


certain that the city of St. Louis will not 
accept aid so generally proffered by the 
cities and towns throughout the country. 
A mass meeting has been called for Tues- 
day to consider the advisability of appeal- 
ing for outside aid for relief for the storm 
sufferers. 


The call is signed by a number of South 


Broadway merchants and citizens of the 
devastated portion of south St. Louis. 


The losses easily reach ?20,000,000. The 


call says assistance is sorely needed and 
the generous offer of cities of this and 
foreign countries should not bo declined. 


The list of persons missing since the 


tornado Wednesday is appalling. The 
police today have the names of 120 per- 
sons under this bend of missing. 


At an early hour this morning the two 


stricken cities received another thorough 
scare. A storm came up from the south- 
west accompanied 
by 
low, rumbling 


thunder and almost continuous flashes of 
lightning. A few minutes later big black 
clouds appeared on the northern horizon 
and rolling up covered the city. There 
was a strong wind, though nothing at all 
approaching a hurricane or tornado. The 
disturbance lasted nearly an hour, then 
came a slow drizzling rain. No damage 
resulted, however. 


Last week it was thought fifty patients 


were in the ruins of the city hospital. 
Today every one in the institution has 
been accounted for. 
Michael Dunn was 


the only patient killed outright by the 
storm. Some have died since, but only a 
few from actual injuries received. This 
morning there were elaven bodies of tor- 
nado victims in the morgue. They were 
Cora and Kthel Claypool, Mrs. Cahill, 
Mary Talbott.Wm. Anderson, Chas. Alcor- 
nero, and an unknown man supposed to 
be Adolph Guttman, Win. Plank and three 
children I'rom Bethesda. home. 
Three 


were removed by relatives later in the 
day. They were Claypool girls and Mrs. 
Cahill killed at Jeferson and Papin.

A Woman Found Deid in a Hotel 


This Morning and the Police

bullets. 


Maddened with its taste of blood and 


first violent success, the mob afterwards 
surged to the countv jail crying for the 
blood of another negro there imprisoned. 


Breaking in the jail, the maddened 


crowd secured Will Meyers, colored, also 
charged with assaulting a woman, took 
him to broad street and swung him up 
beside the other negro. 
Both bodies 


were still hanging this morning.

Five Men Fatally Burned in a Penn 


sylvania Coal Mine Today as 


Result of an Explosion.

This man has a 
brother, A. C. Daniels, who lives at 
Adams. Chief Kendall received from the 
Albany chief of police today by telephone 
a description of the dead man, and then 
telephoned to Mr. Daniels of Adams for a 
description of his brother. The variation 
in the descriptions is such as to make it 
pretty clear that the dead man is not W. 
L. Daniels of this city. Up to noon today 
the body had not been identified.

the Grand Army, Felloiv Citizens of 
Nortli Adams:—We meet to pay our 
tribute of respect and enduring remem- 
brance to those who died for then 
country in the war of the rebellion, and 
that you and I might continue to possess 
the blessing of free institutions and a rep- 
resentative government. As the years go 
by which separate the present time from 
those years of heroic sacrifice the value of 
their service becomes more and more 
manifest. What this nation is today, and 
what it promises to become as on example 
and incentive and opportunity and in- 
spiration to the struggling masses of man- 
kind in all the communities of the world 
where privilege and proscription have 
been organized into oppressive and ob- 
structive institutions, is due to what these 
departed heroes did in the days when the 
life of this nation trembled in the balance. 
Had they not been true, had they not 
given up home and family ties and frieiuN 
and all that makes our common life so- 
prized and so well worth living, we could 
not meet in the midst of such unnum 
bered blessings to commemorate their 
sacrifice. It is true that the ranks of the 
Grand Army are being thinned by time, 
and that the day is not far distant when 
its last member will enter into his allotted 
rest, but the time when tho memory of 
what they suffered and accomplished 
shall pass from the minds and hearts oi 
their countrymen is, I believe, very dis- 
tant indeed. Amid these New England 
hills, where Bunker Hill and Bennington 
are names still fondly cherished despite 
the passage of more than a century of 
time, and the occurencc of most import- 
ant subsequent events, I feel sure that the 
memories of Fair Oaks, Port Hudson, 
Gettysburg and the Wilderness will not 
miss a like remembrance, but that they, 
like these steadfast mountain summits 
which look down in benediction upon our 
observance here, will continue to shape 
the feelings and inspire the purpose ot 
many future generations who after us 
shall dwell amid these pleasant scenes. 
I must believe this to have faith in the 
endurance of our nation which these mei: 
died to save. When their memory is not 
revered, I fear this nation will not have 
long to live. And as I believe in the prov- 
idential mission of my country, so I trust 
with fond reliance for the enduring re 
membrance of those who died to save it 
and whote graves we now honor with 
flowers and the higher offerin? oi our 
grateful love.

"These men whose graves we 
decorate today," he said, "died that theie 
might be on this continent perpetual 
peace with only one nation for our child- 
ren and our children's children forever. 
When such men die they live again ; for 
a nation, born anew to righteousness and 
consecrated to liberty, is greater and 
dearer than any part of itself, however 
precious that part may seem to be." 


Two other results, in the opinion of the 


speaker, made the war worth its cost. 
The new ideas and new ideals taught so 
concretely in the storm and stress of bat- 
tle and the broadening liberalizing influ- 
ences of comradship and the army asso- 
ciations.

A REMARKABLE RECORD. 


Our city ha? reason to be proud of itself 


in its remarkable record of good order and 
praise worthy bearing during n universal 
holiday like that of Saturday and a Sun- 
day immediately following such a holiday. 
Notwithstanding the fact that every class 
nnd condition of people from adjoining 
towns as well as of our community were 
on our streets, not a single arrest for 
drunkenness was made on either day and 
we have not heard of any person showing 
any sign of intoxication being seen upon 
the streets. 
Neither were there any 


annoying disturbances of any kind to mar 
the sweetness and sacredness of the two 
days. 


The city government has good reason to' 


be congratulated upon the admirable 
working of its ordinances and of its various 
departments, especially its license, public 
works and frolic departments, as shown 
on the first trenerally observed holiday 
since its establishment. 
It is doubtful if 


such a record as the above for two snch 
days was ever before made by a city of 
tins si^e; it certainly was never surpassed 
for it could not be.

Another Sermon on This Subject by Rev. 


Mr, Church Sunday Evening. 


At the Universalist church Sunday 


evening Bev. A. B. Church preached on 
how to realize Christian unity and har- 
mony, taking for his text John xvii: 21: 
"That they all may be one; as thou, 
Father, art in me and I in thee, that they 
also maybe one in us; that the world 
may believe that thou has sent me." 


Mr. Church said it was essential that- 


there should be unity among Christians, 
Our government not only tolerates, but 
protects all denominations in their rights 
and liberties of worship, and this is col- 
lectivism taking the rl ice of individual- 
ism. 
The government is pledged to 


protect ail in the liberty of speech and 
action up to the line where there is inter- 
ference with the peace of the whole. 


Tbe right of free speech and freedom 


to worship as we plcfise, and the duty to 
exercise our rights without disturbing 
others we call our civil rights and duties, 
but they are also our Christian rights and 
duties. Our Christian rights and duties 
are our social rights and duties. We have 
no right to have two sets of duties. In 
an anthern there is one grand Uieme 
running all through. There are introduced 
many variations and accessions, but the 
central air and theme are never lost. And 
so it must be with our Christian lives and 
with our American national life. 


But in considering the unity of Christi- 


anity we must remember that variety and 
differentiation is as natural as the law of 
unity. Humanity is one tiling the world 
over and Christ is the Saviour of all, but 
how great the variety. There are no two 
human beings exactly alike. Our govern- 
ment is organized on this plan of unity 
with differentiation. Many who cry the 
loudest for unity forget the diversity 
which is just as natural and- necessary as 
unity. They want unity, but it must 
conic by having everybody see things just 
as they do. The Puritans wanted unity to 
an extent which led them to disregard the 
right of individual liberty in worship, and 
while they acted conscientiously, their 
treatment of those who differed from 
them in religious matters was brutal. 


JThcre is too much looking for unity 


through having others give up their ideas 
and come to our way of thinking. The 
pope invites the whole world to come 
into the Roman faith. The Episcopal 
church is also ready to receive all other 
denominations and the 
Presbyterian 


church would welcome unity through the 
presbytery. Here is where they confound 
Christian unity 
with denominational 


unity. 
But Christian unity is possible, 


and it is a Christian duty for us all to be 
united in one spirit and purpose. 


In speaking of local conditions Mr. 


Church said the trouble had conic from 
those who insist on unity and disregard 
the natural law of diversity, I don't want 
to be hissed, he said, because I do not 
reverence the Virgin Mary. My methods 
of worship fit me best and make me a 
better man. I have a right to worship as 
I please until you can show that my way 
is disturbing to the social body, and then 
.you can say "stop." And so I say to 
others, stick to your own methods. They 
are probably the best for you. When any 
one in this or any other pulpit or public 
hall denies the Christian right to any one 
else he is doing as wrong, morally, as the 
man who stones him because he does not 
believe as he does. All such things are 
un-American and un-Christian. 


It has been said that the churches here 


are "by the ears." The statement is 
basely false. The Christian churches are 
standing together here. I believe it is 
time for the church to assert itseif and to 
stand for Christian unitj*, and there is no 
better way to come together than that 
mentioned in the text. There is no occa 
sion for us to be divided in spirit at all. 
We may have our different methods, but 
we are all marching under one banner 
and Christ is the great leader of us all.

Tho top notch of business prosperity 


for tho national bunks was reached in 
1&H2, under our protective tariff nat- 
urally, when business was active and 
there was a good demand .for money. 
After tho panic of 1898 them was a 
temporary revival in 1894 and again iu 
1S95, corresponding with the fitful 
Democratic trade "revivals." But lhc.se 
were merely temporary, and tlio great 
"business improvement" of tho present 
year, with its unprecedented number of 
trade failures and decreasing bank 
clearings, has brought the money lend- 
ing business of national banks back to 
tlifir condition in 1889, thus correspond- 
ing with the output of our factories nnd 
the employment of our labor, both of 
which have retrogressed more than half 
a decade. 


At New York city, where there are 


so many bankers who believe in .free 
trade and who are ready to do tho bid- 
ding of a free trade administration, it 
is interesting to note that the amount 
of money loaned by the national banks 
on Sept. 80, 1S92, was $341,200,000. 
Hut on Feb. 28 of the present year it 
was only $"125,307,000, a falling off of 
nearly $19,000,000, which represents 
an annual loss of interest approximat- 
ing a round million dollars. Somo of 
the other cities that show a loss under 
Democracy in their banking business 
are here appended as au "object lesson" 
for bankers:

At the annual flre district meeting it

There are forty lijbts and 
the total cost would therefore be S13SO. 
This is the same rate that North Adams 
pays. Mr. Richmond slates that in North 
Adams coal is cheaper and there are three 
times as many lights nnd for those reasons 
the charge is very low. He quotes the 
rate in other towns and cities in the state, 
ranging from the price he names to $130 a 
year.

rull of Dead* and Dyta*— The 


Czar Will Aid the Survivors. 


Moscow, June 1. — This city has not 


vet recovered from the shock occa 
gioned by tho frightful calamity thai 
occurred Saturday on the Hodynsky 
plain during the progress of the great 
free feast anil entertainment in con- 
nection with 1he 
coronation 
cere- 


monies 'given at tho expense of the 
c/ar to whosoever desired to partake. 
The extent of the disaster was not ex- 
aggerated in the first reports. The 
representative of the 
United Press 


was an eye-witness of tho stampede ol 
the great multitude of people gathered 
on the plain, estimated to have num- 
bered fully 500,000, and the sight was 
one never to l>e forgotten for its hor 
ror. 
After the crowd had been dia. 


pcrsed by the police and military the 
field was strewn with the dead who 
had been killei by being crushed. 
trampled upon or by suffocation. A 
great number of children were among 
tho victims. 
In tho wild rush of the 


frenzied eron d they were swept away 
from their parents or others having 
charge 
of 
them, and their puny 


strength availed them naught when 
pitted against the irresistable force ol 
the surging mob. 
The instant they 


stumbled and fell life was crushed out 
of them. 
But this was also the case 


with many adults. No human strength 
could withstand the mad crush oi 
the crowd, ai d safety could alone be 
found in allo«'ing ones self to be car- 
ried forward and back in the pulsating 
crowd, devot ng every energy to keep- | 
ng upon hU feet.

Death IJtt May IT ever He Known. 


Although the official report places 


the number of dead at 1,138, it is hiRh- 
ly probable that the exact number of 
victims will never be known.

injured. 
The 
official 
ac- 


counts, however, do not include many 
dead and injured who were removed 
by friends. It would not be surprising 
if the number of deaths was largely in 
excess of the official figures. There is 
a chance that the list will be swelled 
when those who have lost members of 
their families apply for the relief 
promised by the czar. 


Dlnused Well Filled with Bodies. 


Thirty bodies were found in an old, 


disused well in the middle of the plain 
yesterday afternoon. The well was 
covered with plankb, which collapsed 
when the crowd passed over them. 
Same of the victims had in their hands, 
clutched with the death clasp, the 
memorial cups which had been pre- 
sented to them at the booths before 
the rush began. Among the bodies in 
the well were two living persons, who 
had been made insane by the horror of 
their position.

Sketch of the Career of the Late Well 


Known Author, Dramatist and ActreM. 
Washington, June 
1. —Miss 
Kate 


Field, news of whose death in Hono- 
lulu of pneumonia on May 19 has just 
been received in this country, was born 
in St. Loris, Mo., her father being 
Joseph M. Field, a well known actor 
and journalist. 
The Field family 


came originally from Warwickshire, 
England. 
Miss Field's grandfather, 


Jlatthcw, was a leading Catholic in 
Dublin. 
lie lost all his money in the 


revolution of 1798, and brought his 
family to this country, becoming a 
publisher in Baltimore, Md., where he 
brought out the first American Catho- 
lic almanac. 
Miss Field's father, dis- 


liking- a mercantile life and finding the 
law uncongenial, became an actor. He 
was one of the founders of the New 
Orleans Picayune. He established a 
newspaper in St. Louis and built a 
theatre there. 
He married Eliza Rid- 


dle, an actress, and Kate was their 
only child. 
Miss Field began to 


write when very young, her first arti- 
cle appearing when bho was eight 
years old. 
She was passionately fond 


of music, and was taken to Italy 
while a child, and there met Walter 
Savage Landor. 
He took a great 


fancy to her and taught her Latin. 
A 


fall from a horse impaired Miss Field's 
health 
and 
voice 
so 
that 
she 


gave up her plans for 
a 
stage 


career and devotei herself to her pea. 
Recovering her health and voice, Miss 
Field decided to lecture. 
Sha and her 


friends bought John Brown's farm in 
tha Adirondacks to rescue his body, 
buried there, from ignominy, and this 
gave her matei ial for her first lecture, 
which proved eminently successful. 
Miss Field went abroad, where she re- 
mained for several months, giving lec- 
tures and writing for New York news- 
papers. Returning to America, Miss 
Field made her debut on the stage of 
Booth's theatre, in New York city, as 
Peg Wofnngton, and had such a bad 
attack of stage fright that she did not 
recover her self-possession until the 
last act. 
After a starring tour with 


John T. Raymond Miss Field went to 
England, where she studied music, 
brought out a eomady, contributed to 
various journals, sang to the queen 
through a telephone, managed a great 
benefit for the Shakespeare memorial 
in Stratford, and took part in that 
theatre. Miss Field returned to jour- 
nalism in 1885; also wrote several 
comedies. She ha« been an ardent pro- 
hibitionist, but a visit to California 
caused her to change her views, so 
that she became an advocate of tem- 
perance, as distinguished from prob^y 
bition. Miss Field's next}venture was 
the establishment of "Kate Field's 
Washington," in the national capital 
in Is89. which she continued to publish 
until her death.

In the meantime the 
question of the annexation of the isl- 
and of Crete to Greece is not one in 
which the dreibund is vitally inter- 
ested, though communications have 
passed between the governments at 
Berlin, Home and Vienna tending to- 
ward concerted action on the part of the 
dreibund powers in' behalf of Crete, and 
the Greek government {has asked the 
government of Germany to join Greece 
in exerting pressure upon 
Turkey 


against the letter's throwing large 
reinforcements c*f Turkish troops into 
the island with a view of wiping out 
the Cretan revolt by sheer force of 
numbers. What Greece most desires 
at present is that a sort of truce shall 
be established between the Turks and 
Cretan rebels while the European pow- 
ers confer as to the means of a liuul t>ct- 
tlement of the Cretan question. 
Spinning of the Breaking Up of Turkey. 


In an article discussing the immedi- 


ate outcome of the Cretan trouble, tha

Zeitung recommends tha 


appointment of a Christian governor 
for Crete. 
The Hamburger Nach- 


richten, the organ of Prince Bis- 
marck, blames England for inciting 
the rising of the people of Crete, and 
suggests that the European powers 
settle the Cretan question concurrent- 
ly with the Eg-yptiiif question in a 
way which will defeat the aims of tha 
English (government. 
The Austrian 


clerical organ, Das Vatcrland, ex- 
presses its understanding that Aus- 
trian officials apprehend that the 
breaking up of the Turkish Empire 
may begin with the separation of 
Crete from Turkey.

The case of Louis Stern of New 


York, who forfeited his bail of 80,000 
marlcs under conviction of having in- 
sulted Baron von Thuengen, deputy 
commissioner of the Spa at Rissing-en, 
last summer, has occupied a great deal 
of space in th? columns of the German 
press since the publication of the cor- 
respondence on the 
subject which 


passed between Baron von Thielmanu, 
the German ambassador at Washing- 
ton, and Hon. Richard Olney, United 
States secretary of state. The home 
papers have assumed that the publica- 
tion of the correspondence was due to 
Jlr. Olney for the purpose of causing 
inconvenience to Baron von Thielmann 
and bringing about bis retirement, but 
it has not occurred to them that th« 
correspondence was published in the 
ordinary course of things with no pos- 
sible bias behind its appearance apart 
from the utterances of an irresponsi- 
ble press. The opinion entertained in 
the foreign office is that Stern did not 
exhaust the ordinary legal means at 
his disposal to obtain a, reversal of his 
sentence, and that he asked the state 
department at Washington to inter- 
fere in his case before he had gone to 
the end of his legal resources, thus 
creating trouble all round which could 
have been averted.
